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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Kim fails to disclose or 
suggest a "correlation filter having a transfer function based upon the transfer function of the bandpass filter". The Examiner however, 
respectfully disagrees since it is considered that because the bandpass filter (BPF) disclosed by Kim is connected in series with the 
correlation filter, the correlation filter transfer function is based upon the transfer function of the BPF. Although the transfer function 
appears to be fixed and invariant as pointed out by Applicant, the claim does not require the correlation filter transfer function to be 
variable. The claim merely requires the transfer function of the correlation filter to be selected using the transfer funtion of the bandpass 
filter as a reference. In a system comprising elements connected in series, the characteristics of subsequent elements must be selected 
using previous elements as a basis. Furthermore, it is noted that the present specification fails to disclose a correlation filter as variable 
or "as a function of" the bandpass filter. Page 4, paragraph 16 of the present specification recites that the correlation filter transfer 
function is "selected as effectively the same as that of the BPF" or "as the frequency response of the BPF 102 output averaged for a 
statistically significant number of input reflected spot signals". Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). For at least 
the reasons discussed above it is considered that the reference meets the limitations of Applicant's invention as claimed. 
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
